‘The Town of Wilmington last week signed a contract with 
Whitman & Howard, engineering firm of Boston, for the plan- 
ning of a sewer main from Eames Street, Wilmington, via the 
tracks of the Boston & Maine Railroad, to Silver Lake, and 
then to the proposed Salem Street School, and on to the in- 
dustrial areas of Ballardvale Street. The contract is for the 
sum of $280,000. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
told the Selectmen Tuesday night

It is all because the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is 
about to go into a new municipal fiscal cycle. 

The new year is to be from July 1 to the following June 30, 
but first there must be an 18 month year, from January 1 as 
at present, skipping the next January, and then ending June 


30. 


The new law will have semi annual local collection of 
property taxes. It was first voted by Chapter 849 of the Acts 
of 1969, and then amended by Chapter 766 of the Acts of 1971 


It goes into effect January 1, 

‘There has been a certain amount 
of controversy since it was. first 
enacted, and the effective date 
was twice postponed, in order to 
allow for further study and correc- 
tion of the enormously complex 
legislation 

It is understood that there are 
other amendments being prepared 
to make further corrections, The 
substantive features, as it primari- 
ly affects town and city officials - 
the first major objective is to 
enable town and city officials to 
submit budgets and have them 
adopted, to compute tax rates, to 
send out tax bills, and generally to 
know where the city or town 
stands prior to the beginning of 
each new fiscal year, on July 1 

‘This will eliminate the need for 
many of the sections of the 
General Laws presently in effect 
which provide annually for the 
borrowing of money by the cities 
and towns, It should also allow 
cities and towns to develop a con- 
solidated school year budget, and a 
consolidated winter snow removal 
budget 

The new cycle should also have 
the convenience of being in confor- 
mity with the state and federal 
fiscal years. It should be of benefit 
to new mayors and other officials 
who take office in January, and 
have to cope with budgeting for a 
fiscal year which is already un- 
derway, before they have a firm 
grip on their jobs. 

The second major objective of 
the new law is to allow collecting 
the local property taxes in two 
parts. ‘Thus, in a regular July 1 
fiscal yeal, the town will collect 
half the taxes in October, with 
November 1 as the penalty date, 
together will all betterment 
assessments. water rates’ and 
sewer charges, The collection of 
the remaining half of the taxes will 
be in April, with a May I penalty 
date. This should have the effect 
of reducing by half the amount of 
money which cities and towns have 
to borrow each year, in Revenue 
Anticipation notes, 

What we are confronted with, at 
present, is the transitional 18 
month period, which will bring us 
to July 1, 1974. 

With respect to budgeting of the 
town, the new law says that

first bill will represent two thirds 
of the total payment, and this bill 
will represent one third. 

To give an example of how much 
money the Town of Wilmington 
would lose if this “‘corrected 
amendment" is not made: 

Assume an 18 mongh budget of 
$11,200,000. Assume a total valua- 
tion of $134,000,000. This would be 
a tax rate of $83.58, and the $11, 
200,000 would be the amount raised 
for the 18 month period. 

Assume an “Amended Bill” 
with a 12 months and a six months 
bill which would follow. 

Jan, 1, 1973 Total Valuation 
$134,000,000 times two thirds of 
$83.58 equals a $55.71 rate - or 7,- 
465.140 in tax money. 

Jan 1, 1974, Total Valuation 
138,000,000 times one third of 
$83.58 equals a $26.96 rate, or $3, 
844.680. 

‘The amount you would get using 
a 12 month collection bill would be 
$11,309,820, or an added revenue of 
$108,200. This increase in revenue 
would be available to the Town. 

There would be no difference in 
tax dollars. regarding the tax 
payer. 

Assuming a person has a home 
assessed for $20,000, he would pay 
20 times $83.58, or $1671.60 in 
taxes. In the amended bill he 
‘would pay two thirds of the bill one 
year, $1,114.20, and one third the

Youths charge civil 
in 


rights violation 
police incident 


‘Two Tewksbury policemen, the town selectmen, and an An- 
dover man have been named in a civil complaint filed in the 
Federal district court in Boston, for allegedly violating the 
civil rights of two youths, in connection with an alleged 
beating, on December 24, 1971 

Attornies Ignatius R. J. Piscitello of Lawrence and Harvey 
Brower of Swampscott filed the complaint last week, on behalf 
of Walter Cullinan, 16, his father, Leo Cullinan, 48, both of 17 
Knollwood Rd., and Wayne K. Anderson, 17, and Edward D. 
Anderson, 52, both of 9 Sharon Ave., and all of Tewksbury. The 
Cullinans and Andersons seek $100,000 in damages, in the com- 
plaint 

The complaint alleges Pt!, Allan answer the summonses before any 


Stephens and his brother-in-law, 
Kenneth P. Maglio 23, of Darby 
St.. a physical education instructor 
at Andover Junior High School 
deprived the youths of their civil 
rights by beating and kicking them 
to unconsciousness in and around a 
Main Street laundramat 
December 24, 1971 

Sgt. Paul G. Johnson, the com- 
plaint charges, refused shortly 
after the alleged beating to act on 
a complaint by the youths against 
Stephens and Maglio, threatened 
the youths with arrest and refused 
to get medical aid for them, 

‘The complaint states the youths 
had to be hospitalized from in- 
juries they suffered in the inci- 
dent, and their fathers were faced 
with costly medical bills as a 
result. 

In the following months, accor: 
ding to the complaint, the youths 
and their parents were harassed 
by police and town officials, and 
the youths repeatedly ridiculed 
and threatened with future 
arrests, 

‘The two policeitien, Maglio and 
the selectmen were charged in the 
complaint with violating the 
fourth, fifth and seventh 
amendments to the constitution as 
well as section 1 of the 14th amend: 
ment

monses were served Thursday, in 
connection with the case, and per:

Auxiliary police 
may get Cruisers 


The Tewksbury selectmen 
Tuesday night indicated they 
viewed favorably the auxiliary 
police’s request the town give 
them patrol cars to replace use of 
their private vehicles. Selectman 
Donald H. Sheehan, a former town 
patrolman, was authorized to dis: 
cuss the matter further with 
Auxiliary Police Capt. Albert 
LeBenti Sr. 

A written request was made the 
selectmen that instead of trading 
old patrol cars, the vehicles be 
turned over to Auxiliary police 

While the selectmen indicated 
they believed the vehicles were 
needed by auxiliary police, Chair. 
man Joseph J. Whelan said it 
might be wiser to give the men 
new vehicles 

Whelan suggested new vehicles

Zaroulis also claimed there was 
a factual error in the complaint in 
that a town employe (Stephens) 
was referred to as on duty at the 
time of the incident, though 
Stephens was on vacation at the 
time.

‘were actually working a shilf 
were at home.

A full 
exemption for 1973, and a six 
months exemption for 1974. In n0 
case will the exemptions be for 
more than the 18 months. 

There are, as I have said, quite a 
few corrective amendments which 
will have to be acted on by the. 
legislature, and this includes some 
which seek to abolish the whole 
bill. There are at least 40 proposed 
amendments right now.

Miss Laura Marland, who died in 
the Lawrence General Hospital 
Sunday, in her 78h year, was one 
of Wilmington’s all-time outstan- 
ding teachers. 

She was honored by hundreds of 
her former pupils, during a Laura 
Northey Marland Day, in June of 
1965, the year that she retired as a 
school teacher. She had completed 
46 years of service to the people of 
Wilmington. She was also honored 
by the School Committee for that 
service on June 6th at the High 
School graduation exercises. 

Laura Marland was a Sumna 
Cum Laude graduate of Jackson 
College, which is a part of Tufts 
University, and a member of Phi 
Beta Kappa, class of 1919. 

A member of an old Andover 
family, she commuted daily from 
Andover to North Wilmington by 
train, and walked to the then High 
School, now the Swain School, 
where she was the teacher of 
English. In later years she 
became the head of the English 
Department, and on her retire- 
ment was named Emeritus. The 
school library was also named for 
her. 

Her teaching, in a school of less 
than 150 pupils, in 1919, was just as 
good as it was at the end of her 46 
year career. «She was always one 
of the most exemplary of teachers, 

One of her smaller but important 
contributions was to start a school 
newspaper. It was called The 
Alpha, and was , for many years 


thé only weekly newspaper 
published by any high school in the 
United States, It came out every 
Friday, Every pupil in that high 
school was a reporter, and the 
Editor was always a High School 
senior 

‘She was a girls athletic coach, 
and she coached the high school 
plays. She was class advisor. 
Everything that is today done by 
several teachers, was in those 
days performed by Laura 
Marland. 

She was always a smiling bundle 
of energy, and at the same time a 
lady of decorum. 

Laura Marland is survived by 
two sisters, Edna and Charlotte, 
both of 106 Main Street in Andover:

Adams quits chairmanship 
of Master Plan Committee 


Richard Adams announced his 
intention December 20 to resign as 
chairman of the Tewksbury 
master plan committee 
Wednesday night. Adams made 
the announcement during a com- 
mittee meeting in which members 
discussed facits of the first draft of 
the plan and ideas for presentation 
of the plan to the town. 

Adams said he had to resign 
from the chairmanship because he 
needed more time to devote to un- 
specified political purposes, He 
said, however, he planned to con 
tinue working as a member of the 
committee, Adams is reportedly 
planning to run for the board of 
selectmen, 


Members agreed to hold a 


meeting in late January where aty_

"You see, if you don’t have men 


printing, you sometimes have to 
wait for hours or days for state 
police experts to visit the scene of 
the crime," explained Bradanick, 
‘one of the t.wn’s senior experts in 
those skills. 

“During the time between when 
the crime is discovered and when 
the state police arrive, anything 
can happen. If it is a housebreak, 
the people who live in the home 
disturb things, 

“Maybe Mrs. X doesn’t want to 
have state police see what a mess 
things are in, so she cleans away 
spilled blood, or straightens up 
overturned furniture, maybe wipes 
away important fingerprints. 
Maype footprints in the snow are 
tracked over by other people, or 
the snow melts and the footprints 
disappear. Anything can happen 

“When you have your own men 
who can do those jobs, you can 
check the place for fingerprints 
and photograph evidence as soon 
as it is discovered. The chief

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every few seconds or even every 
minute. That way you can place 
people's movements over a long 
Period of time without having to 
change your roll of film every few 
minutes,” he explained 

Bradanick, on his own time, 
recently completed a two-week 
color crime phy course at 
the Eastman Kodak plant in 
Rochester, N.Y. He found it easy 
explaining the advantages of color 
photography over black and white 
in police work. 

“Among other things, it gives 
you a true view of the scene of a 
crime. What may appear to be 
dark spots on a black and white 
photograph are shown in color to 
be blood spots, for instance. 

“We had a case where someone 
was shot with a shotgun. In black 
and white, you wouldn't know 
spots on his body were red, en- 
trance points where the pellets hit 
him. 

“We often have to take 
photographs while a medical 
examiner performs an autoposy on 
a body. In black and white, a lot of 
things don’t show up. But, for in- 
stance, the blueish skin where 

ve is a bruise continues down 
th." several layers of skin, 
and a. “© medical examiner 
removes igvers, you can 
photograph ho. >» the bruise is. 

“There are a !ai¢/ other ways of 
utilizing color photographs too, 
such as how they will show by the 
color of leaves on trees what 
season it was when the photograph 
was taken. Every little bit helps in 

Presenting a case." 

Bradanick and patrolmen 
Richard J. Hanson and Walter D. 
Jamieson, who are the 
department's photographic and 
fingerprinting experts, recently 

jained a limited color capability 

-ause the 1972 town meeting in- 

creased funding for police 
Photography to $2,000. 

‘The appropriation included not 
only regular funds for 
photographic paper, chemicals 
and film, but enough money to buy 
some of the equipment needed 
toward giving the police a full 
color capability. 

While Bradanick was at East- 
man Kodak, he learned about a 
$1400 color head enlarger that the 
department was able to buy for 
$675. “It just happened to be that a 
personjordered it, but as soon ashe 

inko.some difficulty.

sell it,” Bradanick 

The department also bought a 
small drier for color prints and a 
second-hand washer to insure 
water used in developing prints is 
constantly replaced and kept pure 
and a new camera and electronic 
flashgun. 

In 1973 the police have asked for 
funds to buy water adjustment 
valves to regulate water 

temperature in printing 
photographs and pre-filter the 
water to keep out impurities that 
might affect the color. Also 
requested is a machine to print up 


toa half-dozen color stills every 20 
minutes, less than half the time 
needed to print a single color still 
now. 

Bradanick explained that at 
least @ part of the town’s invest- 
ment in color photography equip- 
ment will be returned to the town 
treasury, just as black and white 
photography has earned the town a 
fair amount of money in the past. 

“Insurance companies pay the 
town for copies of police 
photographs of serious accidents," 
he said. “‘Occasionally other 
sources pay for police photographs 
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just as the state did for copies of 
Stills we took at the propane plant 
at Lowell Gas when there was an 
explosion there earlier this year."” 

Even if the town does get a share 
of its investment back, most per- 
sons would probably consider 
these funds of little consequence 
compared to the increased crime 
fighting capability a complete, ef- 
ficient color photography system 
will offer the town within four 
years. Bradanick, Hanson and 
Jamieson should by then be even 
more of a match for criminals 
with designs on Tewksbury.
